Schoenersville Rd., Bethlehem (near Westgate Mall). This is for anyone 
interested in having a say on what the new By-Laws will be like; it's 
your only chance for input. 

Our Nov. 8 theatre trip to NYC is cancelled due to lack of interest. 
We like to provide some social events, but what do you want? Give us 
some realistic ideas. Enclosed for some of you is a flyer concerning a 
proposed U.S. postage stamp designed by the Art Alliance of our neighbor- 
ing group, the Berks County G.C.S. We urge you to support this. worthwhile 
project. 

The media have played up Gov. Shapp's veto of the discriminatory 
Senate Bill No. 196. a great deal, but since the bill passed so overwhelm- 
ingly in both houses, an override of the veto appears likely. The Houses 
will not be in session again until Nov. 17, which gives us valuable time 
to contact our local representatives and senators and enlighten them that 
this is a civil rights issue and nothing else. The group will do all it 
can, contacting them all by mail and, hopefully, in person, but individual 
voices need to heard, too. The Attorney General declared the bill un- 
constitutional, and Shapp called it the worst-written bill he had received 
in his five years as Governor; are you going to let your rights be taken 
away from you without a struggle? We have all the necessary names, dis- 
tricts and addresses; or, check your public library. 

One result of the Oct. 18 Harrisburg conference was the addition of 
two more members from the rural areas (i.e. other than Philadelphia and 
Pittsburg) to the Governor's Task Force on Sexual Minorities. The second 
meeting of a Rural Caucus is scheduled for Nov. 1 in Lancaster, with 
representation from LE=-HI-HO and groups from Harrisburg, Lancaster, Read- 
ing and Wilkes-Barre. 

Mark Segal's Philadelphia Gay Raiders has been undertaking a survey 
of U.S. Governors on the issue of gay rights. Gov. Shapp'’s executive order 
to end gay discrimination was the impetus for the survey, with all gover- 
nors urged to enact similar directives. Of the thirteen replies received 
so far, nine were seen as positive, three as non-committal, and only one 
(from American Samoa) as “somewhat hostile". Mark Segal, incidentally, 
will be the featured speaker at our January meeting.
